The tobaccfi in the eijrar 
is the finest ill all the collection, as 
tile multimillionaire orders his own 
cijrars made and pays over $1 each 
for them, .sniokiiijr its many a.s i'i a 
day and seldom sniokinjr one more 
than half way down. He chews the 
• •ijrar heavily, showinjr tiervousnes.s. 
•Another treasure is the stub of a ci- 
jfar smokwl by 1’ri‘sident tirant a 
few months before his death one 
of those that heliietl kill him. ac- 
cordinjr to anti-tobacconists. The 
I'ijrur is a cheap one, possibly a three- 
for-a-<|uarter jrrade, and of dark 
i^innecticut tobacco with a Cuban 
wrapi>er. and it was amonjr the last 
cijrars smoked by the famous (lener* 
al before he died. 

Another jrem is one of Bismarck's 
cigars one of the rare ones that he 
s.'iioktd as an interlude between 
puffs at his pipe. Attorney Barnes 
paid $1IH) for the cigar, which was 
smokeil al a banquet in Berlin. The 
cigar is less than half smoked, and is 
bitten nearly through, showing the 
grim old German’s 'habit of biting 
his pipe stem violently. 

There are four of Grover Cleve- 
land's remnants in the collection and 
all different, showing that Cleve- 
land is not a discriminating smoker, 
although two of the cigars are from 
banquets. The President evidently 
held the cigars more with his lips 
than with his teeth, because they 
are only slightly chewed. 

There are three Cannon stubs— 
two long remnants of “stogies,” 
chewed half way up, giving them a 
paint brush effect, and one fine per- 
fecto that also shows that the Speak-

We have had no 
rain since Tluirsday morning and 
farmers are making use of the sun- 
shine in making hay, though there 
Is very little of that article here 
compared with what we were used 
to in Ohio county. We had dry 
weather from the last of May to 
about the 20th of June and all of the 
early plaated corn had been well 
cultivate*!' vihen the rains began.

since I have been in the county. 
The wet weather has damaged the 
wheat considerably. 

I want to give you some idea how 
politics are running in this county.
